Five Members Of The Fifth Cavalry 


Captured By Ladrones. 


Manila, June 6.—A sergant, two cor- 


porals and four privates of the Fifth 
cavalry were decorating 
graves of 


American soldiers at Binangonan in 
Rizal, province of Luzon, last Friday, 
Decoration day, when a large num- 
ber of ladrones attacked the town and 
captured the men of the Filth cavalry 
as well as the presidente of Binango- 
nan, his secretary, a doctor and other 
prominent Philipinos. The prisoners 
were hurried into the interior through 
the mountains. 
Later two soldiers 


and four Philipinos managed to escape 
trom the ladrones and imade their way 
to the town of Morong. Troops and 
constabulary at once set out in pur- 
suit OL the ladrones. American sol- 
diers and a number of native consta- 
bulary have recently been engaged 
in hunting for Paparico, the bandit 
leader of the island of Negros, in the 
mountains near Lanas. In a recent 
engagement between the Americans 
and the bandits, five of the latter were 
killed, four captured and many wound- 
ed, Paparico is reported to have been 
wounded.

MONT PELEE IN ERUPTION AGAIN 


Fort de France, June G—-.Mont Pc- 


lee Is again in violent eruption. This 
morning an immense column of black 
smoke arose from the volcano to a 
height estimated at four miles, and 
then spread rapidly out into a mush- 
room shaped cloud which appeared to 
have a diameter of forty miles. The 
spectacle was most impressive, but 
there were no detonations, no electri- 
cal displays and no shower of ashes. 
Fort de France has been shrouded In 
intense gloom like that which accom- 
panies a total eclipse of the sun. An- 
other phenomenon today was that the 
sea rose up three feet, then fell to be- 
low its normal level and then returned 
to itb normal level. No reports of dis- 
asters have been received. The explo- 
sion of this morning was expected and 
consequently there was very slight 
panic among the people here. 


New York, June 6.—Another man,

fright the elephant laid him on the 
ground. By this time the keeper had 
heard the young man's screams and 
was running to the rescue. He reached 
Tops just as she had her foot raised 
and was about to step on her tormen- 
tor and crush him to death.

PRIMITIVE GAMES OF CHANCE AMONG 


CHILDREN OF THE FOREST. 


STAGE REALISM. 


How the Aboriginal Game of Cntpg I» 


Pl*y«d — Weird Chanting During tli« 
WoCCMin Game, From Wlilch Our Sbcll 
Men I*»ob»,blr Got * V«lu»|ile Illut. 


A recent report of the bureau of eth- 


nology of the- Smithsonian institution 
contains descriptions of somo Indian 
games of chance and throw some light 
on one of the ruoet pronotinced traits of 
Indian character—the love of play. Tho 
negro who shoots craps and wnose whole 
soul is expressed in the formula "Cnmo 
seben" or "Come eleben" is dominated 
by tbe Fame impulse!) which can.su a 
Chinaman to spend bin last coin in an 
attempt to solve the mysteries of fantau 
and which make enjoyable to the Mexi- 
can the many hours be spends risking 
bis little all on a turn of tho cards in 
hie favorite game of mont-e. To greater 
extent than any of them the Indian is a 
natural gambler—that is, he craves tbe 
excitement of play without knowing 
that ho does. 


There is no doubt that many of the 


gr-'Ties of chance now prevalent among 
various peoples, civilized as well as sav- 
age, were in their original form sacred 
or semireligions rites, performed for the 
purpose of foretelling the future. 


Tbe Indians have many games of 


chance, both aboriginal and imported, 
and as among them no odium attaches 
to the practice of Rambling opportuni- 
ties for play aro limited only bj ability 
to acquire some kind of valuable proper- 
ty to play for. Among tho northwestern 
tribes tho game most popular is played 
with plnm stones or MIUIO equivalent 
used in tho manner of dice. Tho other 
paraphernalia consists of a wooden bowl 
and 40 counters, made of twige, half uf 
them colored red and tho others black. 
The dice sometimes conwt of pieces of 
deer horn instead of plum htoneh. The.so 
are three-fourthb of an inch in diameter, 
one-third of au inch thick in the mid- 
dle, bnt thinner at tbo edges, and eight 
in number. 


When the game is about to begin, tho 


players seat themselves on tho ground 
with tho counterwand the bowl contain- 
ing the dice between them. The dice as 
well as tho counti rn aro colored or oth- 
erwise divided into two classes. Tho 
first player begins a chant, during 
which bets aro made. At a certain mo- 
ment in the hong deemed by the player 
especially propitious ho strikes tho 
bowl a sharp blow with hiH hund and 
the dice fly up. As they settle tho «•- 
suit is watched with tho keenest inter- 
est. 
The value of tho throws IH as fol- 


lows: Pour red and four wbito, a draw , 
five red and three white counts 1, nix 
red and two whites counts 4, feuvea red 
and ono white 20, eight red and no 
white 40. Tho player takes from tho 
ground a number of counters propor- 
tionate to tho value of his throw, and 
tho bowl is struck by tho players alter- 
nately until ono of them has won all 
the counters. 


Another game of aboriginal origin 


and Btill very popular among tlm ln- 
diuDM is a kind of uativo thimble iig, or 
"now you see it aud now you don't." 
A number of pcrsoub participate, nud 
one of them acts I\H musician, for tho 
game is always accompanied by iv hong 
or chant. This is commonly known as 
the moccabiu gamo, and among some 
tribes ia played with four bullets or 
other hard substancuh—one of v»hidi is 
marked to dihtiuguish it from th« oth- 
ers—and four moccasins. Among other 
tribes—the Navajotw of Arizona, for ex- 
ample—the moccasins aro used with only 
one object, usually a knife, and tho 
game is th<To known as knifo g;mie. 


Tho players aro paired oil by nonplus 


and take their places at each of tho four 
corners of a blanket spread upon tbo 
ground. Tho winner of tho toss leailh 
and lays the moccasins ou tbe blanket 
npside down about six inches apart imd 
with tho toes all pointing from him. 
With his left hand bo lifts each moe

Pitfalls For tbe Unwary Dabbler* In the 


Ancient Science. 


To most ordinary folk the language 


of heraldry is as uninteresting and as 
meaningless as the jargon of astrology 
and of alchemy. Griffins and harpies, 
lions, eagles, unicorns, dolphins and 
other possible .and impossible birds, 
beasts and fishes, whether rampant or 
sejant or couchaut or stataut, convey 
absolutely 110 meaning to any one un- 
versed in the mysteries of heraldic lore. 
Such a one is apt to scoff, like tbe Earl 
of Chesterfield, at the whole science and 
practice of heraldry as a foolish busi- 
ness. When a herald on, a visitation 
tour called on Lord Chesterfield and had 
stated the object of his visit, his lord- 
ship said peremptorily and none too 
civilly. "Begone, you foolish fellow; 
you don't understand your own foolish 
business." This saying has been credit- 
ed to that past master of sharp and cut- 
ting sarcasms Lord Westbury, but Hor- 
ace Walpole tells tho original story. 
Harry Hotspur, according to Shakes- 
peare, was of much the same mind as 
his lordship of Chesterfield. He talked 
with contempt of

An puts jno from my faith. 
It is eo easy for tho unskilled dabbler 


to go astray. A year or two ago a reve- 
nue officer, giving evidence in one of 
tho law courts, described n heraldic de- 
vice on some chairs as "a rampant liou 
standing on its hind legs." Thereupon 
a daily newspaper poured contempt 
upon the official evidence and declared 
that a lion rampant, whether "gar- 
daut," "regardant" or "pa&saut," re&t- 
ed his body ou only ono leg, but "se- 
jant" he rested on two. Nest some one 
wrote to tho learned weekly known as 
The Antiquary's Newspaper, holding 
this dictum up to scorn. "Imagine,'' he 
cried, "a lion 'rampant sejant' on t%\o 
legs." Lastly came another correspond- 
ent of the same paper, who roundly de- 
clared that the daily journalist was cor- 
rect, and that the miserable lion "se- 
jant" did find accommodation, on both 
legs. 


What outsider dare have an opin- 


ion on so momentous a subject when 
learned doctors disagreed? 
Heraldry, 


however, whether it bo now getting out 
of date or not, has played a useful part 
in personal and family as iu national 
history, and is still studied with delight 
by many amateurs as well as by pro- 
tcssed antiquaries and lovers of the days 
that aro gone. It is not proposed hero to 
touch further upon tho serious side of 
heraldry. It will be more interesting 
possibly to glance at some of its more 
amusing aspects. 


The zoology and ornithology of her- 


aldry are richly mediaeval in flavor. 
Coats of arms abound with monsters 
more or less of a hybrid character, 
whose existence was once firmly believ- 
ed in, but which have long been rele- 
gated to the region of myth. 
There is 


the "gryphon" who figures appropriate- 
ly enough in "Alice in Wonderland," 
and under the name of "griffin" or 
"griffon" is one of the commonest of 
heraldic beasts. It was usually repre- 
sented as part eaglo and part lion and is 
really a very formidable looking inoii- 
ster. Our forefathers seem to have be- 
lieved in its actual existence. 
An an- 


cient herald wrote of tho griffin, "I 
think they are of great hugeness, for I 
have a claw of one of their paws which 
should show them to bo as big as two 
lions." One would like to have set n 
that wonderful and unique claw. Then 
there is the harpy, taken from the Greek 
mythology and represented'heraldically 
as a vulture with the head and breast of 
a woman. 


Other fabulous adornments of coats 


of arms are tbe basilisk, the unicorn, 
the wyveru and dragons innumerable. 
Tho wyvern was of the dragon tribe, 
bnt stood on two legs and feet borrowed 
from the eagle. Our ancestors may havo 
had their doubts about the existence of 
the wyvern, but in the unicorn and tho 
basilisk they had full belief. Our oWei 
writer* have frequent allusions to both, 
especially to the basilisk, which was 
supposed to be able to kill even by o 
look or by its breath.^—Fireside.

however, which is, says Mr. W. Dur- 
ban in The Contemporary Eeview, the 
greatest horso breeding country in the 
world, is the country where the horse 
is both loved and appreciated. 


"I never in all my wanderings," says 


Mr. Durban, "saw a pony or steed of 
any sort that seemed-to be in a bad con- 
dition through ill usage. The drosky 
drivers of Moscow put our London cab- 
men to shame in this respect. They may 
abuse each other vociferously, they may 
cheat you roundly, but they never abuse 
their horses." 


The supply of fine horses makes it a 


constant luxury to travel in Russia. 
The population is chiefly dependent 
upon the tarantass, or rough, partly 
hooded van; the telega, or country cart; 
tho little drosky, and the capital troi- 
ka, or three horse carriage. Nothing de- 
lights a driver so much as dashing along 
at headlong speed, with three spirited 
horses harnessed to a troika. With the 
whips cracking, the bells ringing, the 
driver singing at the top of his voice, 
the two outer horses flying off at an an- 
gle as wide as possible, tho troika in 
full speed is a splendid sight. 


In Siberia the driving is so furious, 


the mountain roads being - as rough as 
they tiro steep, that tbe traveler is con- 
stantly amazed at his immunity from 
accident. A stranger experiences mixed 
feelings of wonder and alarm as tbe 
rough vehicle, chiefly made of pine and 
birch poles put together in the crudest 
manner, is positively hurled into the 
?ir and down again during tbe descent 
into a valley that is approached by a 
corduroy road.

the French Assyriologist v;ho has given 
BO much time to study of tho collections 
in the museum at Constantinople, that 
he bad discovered a Babylonian account 
of the deluge much older than Moses 
was KO interesting to tbo Biblical stu- 
dent that wo asked tho discoverer for 
an account cf it 
Trie kindly cousentod, 


and his account—the first published iu 
America aud, w« think, in Europe—will 
be of no little interest. 


Every Biblical scholar knows that tha 


Hebrew account of the deluge found iu 
Genesis has been 
paralleled by two 


Babylonian accounts—one that of Bcro- 
ous, a Babyloniau historian, whoso nar- 
rative has been handed down to us by 
early Greek Christian writers, and tho 
other that fouud cu Assyrian tablets by 
Georgo Smith. Both resemble and yet 
both differ from the 
Genesis btory. 


Biblical critics have differed as to tho 
ago of the Biblical story, the more con- 
servative holding that, being written by 
Moses, it is older thau his time aud was 
incorporated by him into the book of 
Genesis, while tbo newer school of crit- 
ics were until the discovery of tho Tc'l- 
el-Amarna tablets inclined to boliuvo 
that tho story was borrowed from ISiiu- 
oveh or Babylon at the tiiuo of the cap- 
tivity or not long before it, at which 
time tho book of Genesis way written. 


Tho discovery by George Smith of :i 


full poetical account of tho delagu ou 
tablets in Kiug Asburbuuipal's library 
as Niuevch was of immense interest,, 
but it did not assure us of tho apouf tho 
deluge story among tho iuhubituuts of 
tho Euphrates valley• f°r it Wiis on tab- 
lets written in Ahsurbani]nil's reipi. 
that is fcarco COO years before Christ. 
To bo bure, thc^e wore said to bo copied 
from tablets iu Babylonian libraries, 
but wo did not know how old thc.«o 
original tablets wero. Iteiilos the del- 
uge htory was on tho eleventh tablet in 
u long poem, compiled iu 12 books, ono 
for each month, iu a quite- artilicial 
way, aud might buloug to a compara- 
tively lato period of religions and lit- 
erary pyncri'l isjiu.

part of all 
i.-> preserved, tho colophon, 


with tho date. It is dated in tho reipi 
of Ammi-r.adnga, king of Babylon, and 
wo know that, ha reigned about ^140 B. 
C. That is, \vu havo horo a precious bit 
of clay on which was written n poetical 
story cf the deluge, seven centuriu.s be- 
fore Moses iind about tho timu of Is.inc 
or Jacob. 
That; is enough to mnko tho 


discovery memorable. 
Wo learn posi- 


tively that tho story of tho delugo was 
familiar to the common people of 15aby- 
louia, and therefore of all tho cast from 
Syria to Persia. 


Professor tiiiyco has lately stated, 


misapprehending Pero Scheil's oral an- 
nouncement, that tho new text verbally 
agrees with that discovered by George 
Smith, showing tho care and accuracy 
with which the document was preserved 
from generation to generation, with "no 
change even in tho form of a single 
word." This is not the fact. This is an 
entirely different redaction, aud Pere 
Bchuil suggests that different cities 
would have their different poetical ecli- 
tioas of tho story.

ple in tho infancy of civilization.—New 
York Independent.

a larm for some time just outside of 
Somerhworth, but that the man for 
whom he worked had treated him so 
badly that he had 
left.

jhligod, he sau't, to get up at half-past 
three in the morning, and to work 
steadily until long alter dark, and his 
emplojer, besides, did not give him 
half enough to eat. 


The appearance of the lad goes far 


toward corroborating this last state- 
ment. He really looks as if he were 
halt starved. 
His face is thin and 


his clothing hangs loosely upon his 
body. His weirds and his manner be- 
token discouragement, and his eyes, 
which are big and staring, are plain- 
tive in their mute appeal for sym- 
pathy. 


The lx)y says that his only relatives, 


so far as he knows, live in Prince (Ed- 
wards' Island. 
He thinks that they 


might care tor them it he could reach 
them, but he- hub nc\cr been able to 
accumulate enough money to make the 
journey. 


When he left fiomersworth, it was 


his intention to go to Boston, but lato 
proved to be agsunst him. He hid 
himself in a Ireigbt car, and was car- 
ried to a point within a lew miles of 
his destination, when Hie rar in which 
he \\us hilling v>as hhilted nil to anoth- 
er train and he wa., brought to Ports- 
mouth. 


Since he lias been in this city he 


has had a very precarious existence, 
sleeping wherever he could 
find a 


place and. tor a part of the time, eat 
nig little oi nothing. For a lew days 
he worked for the steward on one of 
the schooners tied up at the North 
end wlwrvfb and during that period 
he got enough to eat. but he was not 
allowed to sleep on board the vessel, 
and he received no money for his 
work. 


His story is a pitiful one. and the 


general appearance of the lad gives 
one the impression that he is deserving 
of aid.
